| New York Governor May Call an 


Extra Session to Prevent 
Gambling on Race- 
tracks, 


Albany, N. T., April &—[Special.}—After 
one of the hardest fought battles ever wit- 
nessed in state legislative circles, shortly 
after 5 o’clock this evening the two bills to 
prevent race track gambling were practically 
killed by the senate by a tie vote of 25 to B. 


The vote on the bill amending the penal 


code, making race track betting a felony, and 
a bill repealing the Percy-Gray 29 7 law 
was the same. 

Report Senator Is Kidnaped. 

A spectacular and sensational feature was 
added by Senator Fancher, a republican of 
Cattaraugus, not being in his seat. As the 
time went by Senator Raines grew nervous.. 

Senator Fancher could not be found in his 
hotel or his club. 

Instantly the air was charged with rumors 
that enemies of the Agnew-Hart bills had 
kidnaped him. 

Messengers were dispatched to find him. 
Senator Raines declared there would be no 
vote taken until Senator Fancher appeared, 
Recess was taken at 2 o'clock, and ghortly 
afterward Senator Fancher appeared, laugh- 
ing and rubbing his eyes. 


Hughes Will Investigate. 

Gov. Hughes’ friends tonight say methods 
which were employed, to prevent Senator 
Fancher from attending the session and keep 
him from voting in favor of the bills will be 


investigated. Through this means the gov- 


ernor hopes to be able to obtain a clew to the 
methods used by enemies of the measures. 
The plot to keep Senator Fancher from vot- 
ing in favor of the bills shows how desperate 
the enemies of the pills were. Senator Fancher 
belongs to a group of senators who enjoy life 
in Albany. 
For some time enemies of the anti-race- 
track bills have been laboring to get him to 
come over to their side. A week ago whena 
vote on an amendment to the penal code bill 
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was taken, until the last minute he was 


counted upon to vote against having the bill 


take effect immediately, but he disappointed 
the racetrack people. 


Counted on His Vote. 
Last night it leoked as it the bills would 
have twenty-six votes if Senator Fancher re- 


mainéd in. abtenfianos st the seqsion. Senater 
ö ; 


side being &ble to count on him for support. 

When the senate convened this morning at 
11 O'clock Senator Fancher was not in his 
seat. This attracted no attention until leter 
in the morning, when it became noised about 
that Senator Fancher was “ ducking” the 
vote on the bills. Senator Raines became 
worried and insisted that Sergeant at Arms 


Hotaling make every effort to find him. The 


sergeant at arms went to Senator Fancher’s 
hotel and his club without finding any trace 
of him. While the sergeant at arms was 
searching for Fancher enemies of the Ag- 
new-Hart bills were anxious to have the bills 
come to a vote without debate. But Senator 
Raines would not Usten to this. 


Say He Won $2,000 at Poker. 

Friends of the missing senator were im- 
plored to locate him, Finally one friend rec- 
ollected that about midnight Senator Fan- 
cher had received a telephone message. He 
was invited to go to a house in Clinton avenue 
which a few senators and senate clerks fre- 
quent un this city. Friends made a hurried 
search and found the senator at the house.. 
He had spent the night, it is stated, in the 
company of three women and some men. 
They had entertained. him by playing poker 
with him, and it is hinted that the senator 
had won 52.000. k 

Senator Fancher retired and when he woke 
up he looked at his watch. He found that he 
had plenty of time to get to the capitol, he 


thought. Senator Raines had secured q re- 
cess at 1:50 o’clock to hold for an hour, and 
he in to find Senator Fancher if such a 


thing was possible. 
Watch Was Set Back. 

Senator Fancher looked at his watch when 
he reached the senate chamber and it showed 
the time to be 8:80 o'clock. The clock cham- 
ber showed that it was after 2 o'clock. His 
watch had been set back, and there is every 
indication that it had not been intended to 
let him get,to the senate in time to register 
his vote for the bills. 

A republican senator, who voted against 
the Hart bills today, is held responsible for 
the plan to prevent Senator Fancher from 
getting to the chamber. 

To Gov. Hughes the defeat of the bills is a 
hard and severe blow. He indicated his dis- 
appointment in a short statement as soon as 
he was acquainted with the result of the vote. 

He has labored incessantly to arouse public 
sentiment, and he has done all he could to 
bring the senators to his view. 


Fight Not Ended, Says Hughes. 

It is impossible to believe, he said, that 
the people will permit the plain mandate of 
the constitution to be ignored. The contest 
is not ended. It hae only begun. It will con- 
tinue until the will of the pepole has been 
obeyed.” 

It was Senator Grattan of Albany; acting 
under orders from William Barnes Jr., the 
Albany county republican boss, who defeat- 
ed the bills. Had he not voted against them 
the bills would have passed by a comfortable 
majority, for then there would not have been 
more than two or three republican senators 
who would have voted in the negative. 

While there is still danger of the bills be- 
ing called up and passed before the legisia- 
ture adjourns its regular session on April 23, 
the possibility is such a remote one that no 
fear is entertained of that event occurring. 


Extra: Session Expected. 
Every one expects Gov. Hugheg will call 


an extra session in an effort to secure the 


passage of legislation that will repeal the 
Percy-Gray law. Should it not be passed 


at this session the governor may order a be- 


cial election to Mil the vacancy caused by the 
late Senator Francho's death in the hope of 
getting the necessary twenty-six votes for 
the bill...

PERJURY IN DAMAGE SUITS?

City Attorney Gives Evidence and Ex- 


peets Indictments. 


Evidence against dishonest doctors and 
lawyers. whom City Attorney Caverly 
charges with conspiring to mulct the city 
out of heavy damages in alleged personal in- 
jury suits, was laid before the grand jury 
yesterday. 

Sufficient evidence to indict a west side 
physician was submitted to the jurors, but 
his name is withheld, for fear he may leave 
the city, if warned of the indictment. 

Other evidence was presented against an 
attorney and a runner —one who gets 
damage cases for lawyers—and it is expected 
indictments also will be returned against 
both. 

This is only the beginning of a crusade 
against crooked lawyers and doctors, whom 
the city attorney asserts have mulcted the 
city out of thousands of dollars in the last 


few years. Evidence also will be given to the 


grand jury against persons who claimed 
damages for persgnal injuries atter being 
“ schooled ". by conspirators. 


Caverly Predicts Indictments. 
“Fake damage suite, in which the city 
has been ,mulcted out of large sums of 


thoney. are serious matters with which We 


have to contend,” said Mr. Caverly last 
night. “ Investigators from my office con- 


‘ferred with State’s Attorney Healy today, 


after which they went before the grand 
jury and gave evidence in some cases that 
recently were brought to my attention. 
The cases are of the most. flagrant nature, 
and I have no doubt that indictments will 
be returned against several persons for con- 
spiracy and perjury. | 

“One case is that of a west site doctor 
who is well known in his neighborhood and 
has a largé practice. He committed perjury 
in a personal injury case, and I think we 
will be able to prove it. 

“ Although the jury that tried the case 
returned @ verdict absolving the city of 
blame, the state's attorney intends to pros- 
ecute the doctor for his part in the con- 
spiracy. 

Other Scalps in Danger. 

It is an easy matter for two or three per- 

sons to get together and manufacture a 


damage case against the city. All that is 


required is a defective sidewalk.. Then it is 
easy to find 4 victim, a conscienveless doc- 
tor, and a runner —tbe man who takes the 
case to some lawyer. In some instances the 
lawyer is an innocent victim of the con- 
spiracy. This is how the thing le worked. 
“The ‘runner’ ts the man who frames up the 
matter. 
who will become the victim of an alleged ac. 
cident. After schooling the victim in the art 
of lying and sticking to it, the runner then 
takes his pupil to the scene of the accident. 


“Two or three boards are out of a side- 


walk somewhere, and this is the spot select- 
ed by the runner for his pupil to fall into. 

On the day following the alleged accident 
the ‘runner’ goes to the scene and talks with 
people living in the vicinity as to the de- 
fective condition of the sidewalk. In this 


way these people are dragged into the con- 


spiracy as innocent. victims.

Justice Talks of 014 Crime, but Shields 
‘‘Culprit’s’’ Whereabouts. 


Kingston, N. T., April &—In some western 
city, the name of whichis scrupulously 
‘guarded, lives a prominent and respected 
citizen from whom the Supreme court of 
New York today removed the stigma of an 
indictment which was returned twenty-six 
years ago, and charged John Taylor with 
the death of Thomas Murray. 

The present home of Taylor and the name 
under which he has since lived, married, and 
risen to the head of a big mercantile estab- : 
lishment are known to but three men here 
and his secret/will be kept. 

Taylors identity was made known by him 
to the court after a search for him which 
covered two continents and took seberal 
years had been abandoned. 

Throwing himself-upon the mercy of the 
prosecutor, TaMior invited an inquiry into 
his life for the last quarter of a century. This 
was made and it proved so satisfactory that 
fornter Supreme Court Justice Clearwater, 
who ab district attorney obtained the in- 
dictment against: Taylor, declared that it 
would be gross injustice to reveal the man's 
new name. ö 

Justice Explains Act. 

Today Justice W. C. Howard of Troy, sit- 
ting in the Supreme court, dismissed the in- 
dictment against Taylor after it had been 
shown that all ‘possible witnesses against the 
defendant were dead. Justice Clearwater, 
who personally investigated the case, and 
the present district attorney, W. A. Cunning- 
ham, seconded the action of the court, 

Only Justice Howard, Mr. Clearwater, and 
Mr. Cunningham have knowledge of the facts 
in the case. 

Story of the Tragedy. 

The killing of Murray and the subsequent 
pursuit of Taylor created great interest. 
Murray was killed at Port Ewen, Ulster 
county, on an election day, when there had 
been a riot at the polls. Taylor and Murray 
were unfriendly for various reasons. a 

They belonged to opposing political parties 
and loved the same girl. On election day 
they quarreled at the polling place and then 
fought on the street. 

A brick with which Murray’s skull was 
cracked is still in the office of the district 
attorney. Several days later Murray died 
and Taylor fied. 

In 1882 a grand jury indicted Taylor for 
manslaughter in the first degree, and a search 
tor him was instituted. He was traced to 
Pennsylvania, where it was allesed he had 
allied himeelf with the Mollie Maguires. 


He escaped from the country, but was 
traced to the home of his mother in Ireland. 


He was apprehended, but again escaped. 
Later he returned to America and settled In 


the west.

America’s system of abbreviated schooling 
for children was strongly, condemned by 
President Charies W. Eliot of Harvard uni- 
versity\in an address on Continuous Educa- 
tion of Men and W at a meeting of 
the Twentieth Century club in the rooms of 
the Fortnightly last night: President Eliot 
was presented to his audience as the dean 
of college presidents dy Franklin H. Head. 

One of the greatest evils of the American 
system of edueation, if we may be said to 
have a system, is the large number of chil- 
dren who finish their schooling at the age of 
14.“ said President Elliot. We variously 
think that the period of education should 
terminate at this age, or at 18, at the end of 
the high school, or at 22, at the close of col- 
lege, or even at 25, when the graduate school 
has 6) But the greatest faflure of our 
system ie the limited period of child educa- 
tion. 

“Tt is the fashion now to say that our 
schools train for life and not for college. The 
grade school trains for life.and not for the 
high school, the high school trains for life 
and not for college, and the college trains for 
life and not for the graduate school, by this 
‘| doctrine. But what is needed is the continu- 
ous education which lasts all through tife.”’

Controversy Hinges on Proposed 


Amendment to the Aldrich Bill. 


In the controversy between the national 
banks and Charles G. Dawes over the Aldrich 
bill reserve amendment the folowing was 
received from George E. Roberts of the 
Commercial National yesterday: 

“Mr. Dawes states:

“The above statement is correct except 
that Mr. Dawes does not explain how with a 
surplus of $35,797,135 he is going to purchase 
the $08,477,901 of bonds which he has sub- 
stitated for cash in the reserves. For both 
classes of banks the excees of cash, after 
the full bond substitution. is $52,902,073, but 
there are $134,999.880 of bonds to be paid for. 
The central reserve cities must face drafts 
on them for this amount. Just when, how 


and where this money would reappear in 


commerce are matters of conjecture only. 

“If the balances of the country banker in 
the central reserve cities were actually re- 
duced as the bill intends. his liability to com- 
mand accommodations there, as from time to 
time needed, would be reduced correspond- 
ingly. 


Sees Only Minimum Effects. 

“All the figures based on the February 
statement show the minimum effects of the 
Aldrich bill. Business ita confessedly re- 
stricted and reserves abnormally large, and 
to say that therefore a given amount of 
money may be permanesitly locked up with- 
out detriment to the country is unwarranted. 

“The intention of the Aldrich bill is to 


increase cash reserves in all banks outside 


of central reserve cities, and this intention 
Mr. Dawes approves and the resolutions of 
Chicago national bankers oppose. The pro- 
visiona of the national banking act in this 
respect have stood unchanged since the 
system was established. There is less need 
to increase reserves in country banks now 
than at any previous time, for there are 
more reserve cities, transportation facilities 
are better, and the telephone places the 
country banker in close communication with 
his reserve agent. 

“The only argument for a change is the 
fact that two or three times in the last forty- 
four years the reserve agents have not been 
able to respond to the calle on them. This 
has ocourred in times of panic, when the 
country banker has been moved to fortify 
himself because he knew our inelastic sys- 
tem was unequal to such emergencies. If the 
reserve agent were enabled, on the basis of 
his ordinary commerelal assets, to obtain 
an additional supply of currency from a 
legalized clearing house or central bank, no 
other remedy would be required.“ 


Mr. Dawes Makes Statement. 


The following was received from Charles 
G. Dawes, president of the Central Trust 
company and former controller of the cur- 
rency 

a In connection with my former statement, 
to which Mr. Roberts and others took ex- 
ception, that the passage of the reserve 
provisions of the Aldrich bill, requiring 
stronger cash reserves in country banks, 
will not necessitate disastrous contraction 
of national bank loans, I have official figures 
just received from T. P. Kane, acting con- 
troller of the currency, the calculations hav- 
ing been made by the treasury department 
from the Feb. 14 call by states and the re- 
serve cities separately. This statement 
shows that the banks as a whole have e 
large surplus of lawful money on hand over 
the requirements of the Aldrich bill.“ 


Important Fact Overlooked. 


In this connection there is an important 
fact which neither Mr. Dawes nor Mr. Rob- 
erts has yet brought out. The report ot the 
controller for Feb. 14 shows among the re- 
sources of the national banks the following 
investments, apart from bonds held to secure 
circulation or government deposits: 

Bonda, securities, etc...... .$714,048,080 
Held by central reserve cities. . 178, 798, 787 


Leaving’ amount held by reserve cities 

and country banks 

It is not improbable the banks would change 
a sufficient amount of these investments into 
the securities called for by the Aldrich bill, so 
that lawful money reserves need not be dis- 
turbed.

LOCAL FOLLOWERS OF RACING 
PLEASED BY NEW YORK VICTORY 


Defeat of Anti-Betting Bills in Senate 
Received in Chicago with Joy—Means 
Much to Sport. 


BY HARVEY T. WOODRUFF. 
Local followers of racing were in high 
spirite last night, that is as high spirits as 
could be expected from followers of racing 
in a city where the sport is tabooed, when 
the news was received from New York that 
the anti-betting bills, backed by Gov. 
Hughes, had been defeated in the New York 
state senate by a tie vote of 25 to 26. 
Because of the firm rule of the Jockey 
club in New York and the apparently sin- 
cere effort to eHminate the objectionable features 
of betting, especially the withholding of track 
ods and information from poolrooms, it was felt 
that if New York abolished the sport the de- 
cision would carry vast weight throughout the 


{| country and give reformers elsewhere a new argu- 


ment. It has been a favorite argument with turf- 
men to ar, Well, betting is permitted in the 
biggest atate in the union, and - probably con- 
trolied, tod.“ 

Whether Gov. Hughes will 1 good his threat 
to call another session of the legislature to act on a 
new set ot restrictive. measures, remains to be 
seen. 

Information was received in Chicago on Monday 
that action similar to that of yesterday at Albany 
might be expected, although it was thought the 
vote would be 24 to 26 instead of a tie. The inti- 
mation was that several friendly votes had been 
* loaned to the reform element in the two pre- 
vious test votes to give the anti-racing crowd a 
false sense of security, and that these votes would 
be recalled when they wert actually needed 
for the final test. When the issue looked darkest 
for the turf interests several. bets were placed 
here that the bille would fall. 

The decision means much to the breeding inter- 
ests of Kentucky, which had given up all hope, 
apparently not being in touch with the inner 
circle at New York. Authorities in Lexington 
stated that the value of all breeding farms would 
deteriorate fully 26 per cent if the anti-betting bills 
became a law, and that the value of this year’s 
crop of yearlings would depreciate one-half.

fice of prime minister of Great Britain, 
caused by the resignation of Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, was filled this morning at 
Biarritz, France, during the audience be- 
tween King Edward and Herbert H. Asquith. 

Mr. Asquith first. tendered to his majesty. 
his resignation as chancellor of the exchequer 
and was immediately appointed prime min- 
ister and first lord of the treasury.

Exporters were moderate buyers 
of cattle here and have been taking bold sparingly 
all week, many of them preferring the sacrifice 
of contracted ocean room than pay the high prices. 

A falling off in the shipping demand for hogs 
has given packers better control over the mar- 
leet, and much higher prices are not looked for just 
at present. Receipts go far this week are about 
10,000 head less than for the same period a week 
ago, but the number of hogs shipped out so far 
shows a decrease of more than 8.000 head. Thie 
circumstance, with the fact that packers Wave no 
urgent orders from their fresh pork trade, has 
led the killers to make energetic efforts to break 
prices, and trades are commencing to feel gratified 
when they succeed in getting §6 or more for their 
stock. 

J. Frandsen of Battle Creek, Ia, had a drove of 
81 hogs on the market, which, although only 11 
months old, weighed 841 lbs. Mr. Frandsen se- 
cured 386.02 ½ for his hogs, which left him a pretty 
good margin or profit for his trouble in feeding 
them.

Farmers are said to have ‘‘ oleaned up *’, nicely 
on the recent sharp upturn in hog products, and 
they are now buying beck on the recessions. Many 
of the advices received from the country indicate 
that the movement of hogs from now on wil! not 
be burdensomely heavy, and this expectation, with 
the ruling lightness of weight of animals received, 
is a strong argument advanced by the market 
optimista.

REVIEW OF METAL. TRADES. 


Manufacturers of Steel and Iron Favor 
“Maintenance of Present Prices 
Furnace Output Reduced. 


NEW YORK, April 8.—[Special.J—In its 
review of the metal trades for the week 
just ended the Iron Age tomorrow will say: 

The feeling among manufacturers of tron
